- As regards 
butter and cheese, 
these from Australia were certain 
to decrease owing to drought. The 
Jsupplies of tea had decreased 
though consumption had increas- 
ed. There was no prospect of the 
world’s supplies of sugar balanc- 
ing the demands. There was a 
surplus of meat in Britain at pre- 
sent but there would be a world 
shortage in 1920. There were at 
least three million tons less in 
Europe than before the war. More 
meat would arrive in the Thames 
next quarter :than they would 
know what to do with, owing to 
shipments from Australasia. Re- 
strictions -on consumption had 
been released to prevent this meat 
being wasted, beaause the cold 
storage.was inadequate. He said 
the cold storage in Britain was 
42,000,000 cubic feet, compared to 
700,000,000 in the United States. 
Essential was the re-control of 
bacon, because prices had bounded 
up and the bacon deteriorated 
when the control was removed.

The 
Sugar Controller in Engtand has 
already raised: the price of sugar 
by 1d,a Ib. to the. consumer and 
has limited his consumption to 80 
ounces per week, which is’ not 
much. Drastic: steps are being 
taken at Home with regard tothe 
sales of sugarto retail dealers. It 
is due to the foresight of the Sugar 
Controller at Home, who made 
extensive forward purchases, that 
people in the Home Country are 
able’ to obtain their sugar at 
these prices, Since 1916 the 
China Sugar Refinery Company 
has-not paid any dividend to its 
shareholders, the dividend that 
year being 12 per cent. In the 
early months of this year’ the 
price was quoted at $79, against 
$211 of to-day.

In this connection, I may men- 
tion that at present there are in- 
discriminate deals in futures on 
the Stock Exchange, and unless 
this is curbed the possibilities 
are that that it will end in a 
crash some day. Why cannot. 
the Committee of the Hongkong 
Stock Exchange put a ban on 
dealings in futures? Rumour 
has. it that a number of share 
brokers are in a sorrowful plight 
owing to their clients failing to’ 
take up shares on forward con- 
tracts. Some of the brokers are 
involved in very large sums, and 
Tamtold a few cases. will soon 
appear on the list of the Supreme 
Court.
